THE POLAR BEAR.

A Carrect Account of Tie Apposrance,
Welght., Habita and Amusements

The polar bear is not porfectly white
In color; but of » fuint yellowish tint.
The Dear s sometimes very nearly
white in Grinnell Land, but never per-
fectly so. At the end of a long winter
wo ! lled w boar ot Satune, which bore
well- narked yollawlsh apots,

The size of this anlmal has been vory
much exaggerates. I have no douln
that most of you and the Inrger part of
the world beliove in the stories which
were told by Bhering upon  his return
from the aretie regions, conoorning the
remarkable size and ferocity of polar

benrs, They  have  boen  vory
greatly exaggeratod.  The animal
hern  before us is about nine fost

long and four amd & half feet high at
the shoulder-blades, and Is a good -
resentotive of the largest of these anis
mnls—indomd, is as lnrge as any 1 saw
or ever heard of, while in the aretic re-
gions.  Sevoral of my party obtaloed
specimens of the polar bear from the
samo region quite similar o the speci
men before us

The welght of & polar bear of about
the size I mentionsl, i in the summer
and fall, about sixteen hundred pounds.
Of course it deponds largely upon the
season when ecanght. One weighing
sixteen humdred pounds in the fall
wonld in the spring weigh about eleven
or twelve buodred pounds,

In connection with the polar bear
we find one of the provisions which
nature has made for the Aretie animals,
namely, the ability to subsist during
the long polar winter upon the faf
which hine nccumulated in thelr bodies
during the summer months,  This fat
is geoerally in Inyers; that s, there is a
layer of fat and one of lean, at least
amaong the greater number of animuls;
but in one specimen which we killed,
the far, instead of bing in layers, was
distributed as a4 net-work over the
l'ul_l‘.

The polar bear is generally supgposed
to be a feroclous animal.  He is on the
contrary, the most cowandly of wll the
hoar family, and can uot stand com-
parison as regards pluck with  the
blnck, cinnamon and other bears of the
United States and other places,  Heis
nt the extreme end of the scale of cour
nge. The polar  bear never, or vory
rarely, faces a man, or goos near him,
unless he is able to take him ot a dis
advantage. Ao engincer in a German
Arctie expedition was selzed by o beat
\‘\’hli |n eartiwl Ilhu SOTne lii.-lalll"". |IIlT
this ovenrrod at night and the engineer
wus unprepared for the attack. O
caslonaily these bears arvep up to their
prey and kill it at a single blow,

The fod of the bear consists very
lurgoly of senls.  The seal spends the
Iniger o riion, drobably nine-tenths,
of ita time in slooping on the jce. The
bear will then steal up near I, when
being disturbed by the ervaking on t
ler, it sawakes but after o few seounds
agaln govs to slecp.  This is the bear's
opportunity.  He moves nearer and
nearer, and then with a sudden spring
selnes the seal

The polar bear, altl ough large, and
clumsy in ita guit, is very active, and
the strength in ity forefeot is some-
thing marelous

In the rogion of the Arctic elrele
where 1 served, the bear is the largost
of the lanid animals,

The polur bear passes over the je
with surprising swiftness; and he may
be sald 1o be equally at home on the
bee, ot the land and o the water, A
bear was secn Trom the  mast-head, in

THE USE_OF GYPSUM.

L mmamuuamu.

Gypsam was introduced into  this
country for fertilislog purposes
Benjamin Franklin, who learned Jis
valuo in France. He sowed some on a
porilon of a clover-feld near Philadel
phin, and its effacts wern o noticeable
ns to attract great attantion. Although
the eountry war poor aml the soll had
not begun to e Impoverished by fre
quent eroppings, lavge quantities of
i ere (mported from Frane |
and applied to land. Tt was afterwand
diseovered In N Beotln, and sup
plise were oblained from there. Bub
soquently it wan found fn New York
anil Michignn in Iarge quantities, and
its use booame quite genernl in parts of
the gountry whore potatoes and clover
were loading crops.  Farmers put »
handful in a hill of potatoss when they
droppoed the seed, or plaeed it abont the
tops when they first appeared above
ground, and found that it ineroased the
yield, They sowed It on clover-ficlds
with equally good results.

While farmers were sntiroly satiufied
with the results obtained by the use of
gypsum, and did not weary themselves
about the philosophy of its action, all
went well, anid the vse of the fertilizer
wis very general.  Boon, however, ag
rlenltural chemists commenced to en
lighten farmers about its mode of ac
tion, and then the trouble began in
onrnest.  One chemist statod that gy p-
strn furnished both lime snd sulphu
for the use of plants, and that they ea
tered dirvetly Inte thelr composition
Another disputed this, and showed by
earefully-conducted experiments that
clover raised on what s ealled *‘plast
ered Innd'" contained no more lime o
sulphue than thut produced on land
that had received no dressing or gy
sum. A third chemist now bwrought
out & new theory, which was that gyp
sim absorbed ammonia from the at
monphare nnd handed it over to plants,
thus contributing  largely to  theh
growth at & merely naminal expense,
One dressing of gvpsnm, which would
remain and “do businesa' for yenrs,
wis capable of eollecting, storing and
delivering ammonia to clover wnd oth
er plants, without diminishing lta stock
in trade to the smallest oxtent.  This
theory, howevar, was apparently dis
proved by a fourth chemist, whe
passed & current of ammonia over
gy pavim, and fou ad that it did not ab
sorh any of it,

Then the theory that gypsum ah
sorbed moisture from the wpmiosphory
and soll during awet time, and gave it
off for the use of plants when the ais
andd groun | wore dey was provialmed.
This was disposed of in the same way
the theory of abiorbing ammonin was,
by sbowing that dlry gyvpsum did not
senbly Inerease In welght by being
|'lpu-u~-| to a very modet nlnm-[-h»r«.
The latest theoss in regand to the ac
tion of this substance s that it sets
free potash which has boen absorbd
andl fixed to the soil.  This theory i
an ingenions one, and has the merit of
not heing disproved to date. It may
be, and quite likely will be, the ne
copted theory of all agricultural chom.
Ists at no very distant day, Many
whao acoepted this theory in regard te
the genersl action of gypsum nlso be
lieve that §t doess absorb ammonis
when it has been complotely dissolved
by water, of which a large amonnt i
regquired. The gencral bolief of farmers
who are not possessd of mueh scien
tifie knowledge Is that while gypsom i
highly beneficial to the field to which It
is applied, it wetnally injures those iv
tae vicinity by approprinting the am-
monia that would otherwise serse te
enrich them.  There i+ no reason, how
ever, for believing that such is the case
